New Value ei Property on Kingsbury, state surveyor general 


South Second Avenue is 
Placed Thru This Sale 


Real estate owners of property in 
the south section of Upland’s busi- 
ness section may now value their 
property a little higher for the sale 
of the Monroe Garage just south of 
The News office is the first actual 
sale on which values may be placed. 

In a deal just closed by Fred G. 
Pearce of Los Angeles, the building 
occupied by Monroe’s Garage, W. E. 
Allen transfer and Geo. Bunker 
Paige and Reo dealer, has been sold 
by John H. Erion to Rev. Otto. H. 
Wilke for the stated sum of $13,- 
200.00. 

After October ist, the garage is to 
be occupied by Lyle and Puckett, 
local Ford dealers and Mr. Monroe 
will probably continue his garage 
there as well. Mr. Bunker and Mr. 
Allen will seek other quarters for 
the conduct of their businesses after 
that date. 


OALTLAKER. A. PUTS 
ON GIANT PROGRAM 


Gigantic program of improvements 
for the Salt Lake Lines to cost more 
than $5,000,000 was announced yes- 
terday by Salt Lake officials, copies 
of the announcement reaching joint 
Santa Fe and Salt Lake offices in 
San Bernardino. 

The improvement program includes 
rebuilding of tracks, bridges, stations 
and in rolling equipment. Detailed 
plans of the expenditure of the $5,- 
000,000—the largest sum devoted to 
improvements by any railroad since 
the .war-—are not yet out of the 
hands of engineers and officials. 

Beginning at Riverside, the Salt 
Lake operates over its own lines 
to Los Angeles, Long Beach and San 
Pedro. Improvements along this line 











templated. 

Included in the improvement pro- 
gram, it is believed, is a plan to ex- 
tend the Salt Lake lines into the 
Santa Ana district, a move which 
President Gray of the Union Pacific 
favored when in Southern California 
on an inspection trip several weeks 
ago. 

Construction work in the building 
program is expected to start late in 
the year. 





COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD DiIS.! 
CUSSES GEOGRAPHIES

Whether the county board of edu- 
cation will make a recommendation 
to the state board on the matter of 
geographies to be put into use, was 
not decided at the meeting Wednes- 
day at the office of Mrs. Grace Stan- 
ley, county school superintendent. 
Members of the board were in ses~ 
sion throughout the day, conferring 
with representatives of the Ameri- 
ean Book Company, and others who 
are presenting books for state adop- 
tion. 

The board will again consider the 
matter during the -week of county 





and register of the state land office, 
to sell 270,329 acres of land in San 
Bernardino County to provide more 
funds for the schools of the state. 
Since the enactment of a new law 
two years ago, the surveyor general 
instead of the county treasurer, has 
charge of the sales of all school 
lands. 

California has 750,338 acres of va- 
cant school lands. More than one- 
third of the land is in San Bernar- 
dino County. The state under a 
grant from the federal government 
holds sections Nos. 16 and 36 in 
every township. Other sections are 
held by the Government and by the 
Southern Pacific railroad. 

Under the laws of the state, per- 
sons desiring the land for any pur- 
pose shall make a written application 
to the surveyor general asking him 
to advise when the sale will be held 
and requesting that the certain prop- 
erty be included in the next sale. 

Purchase on Easy Terms 

The persons who buy the school 
lands can pay one-tenth of the price 
down and the balance in 10 annual 
payments or can simply pay the six 
per cent interest every year until the 
property is paid for. 

Most of the lands sell for from $1 
to $5 an acre. In the last land sale, 
a number of oil men were here and 
bid high prices for the property run- 
ning the average for land sales up. 
Under the laws recently passed, when 
oil is found the state can lease the 
property on a royalty and the schools 
get a benefit from the oil found. 

It is claimed that there is some 
school land available in this county 
which is valuabletas grazing or farm- 
ing land. In some places water can 
be gotten at a reasonable depth and 
it is expected that much of the land 


will be taken up at the next land 
sale here, 
The school lands are sold at the 


Court House here whenever the sur- 
veyor general finds that he has 
enough applications to pay him for 
the trip here. Tt is expected that 
there will be a sale of school lands 
some time this fall or winter, 
Mineral Lands in Demand 

M. W. H. Williams, county treasur- 
er, who receives the payments on the 
property, says the demand for min- 
eral lands is growing. He claims 
that this year will a great ad- 
vance in the mining industry. Min- 
eral claims are worth more today 
than they have been in a number 
of years, according to the official. 

In addition to the 270,329 acres of 
land in this county, other counties 
have large acreages as follows: Inyo, 
152,612; Lassen, 60,255; Riverside’ 
49,666; Imperial, 31,000; Modoc, 29,- 
500; and Siskiyou, 26,054,

20 per cent on his recently 
acquired Ohio railroad, he made him- 
self about as popular as a snake 
with the other railroad executives of 
the country. 

They were smart enough to fore- 
see that the public would ask the 
very pertinent question: “If Henry 
Ford can do it why can’t you do 
367” 

That question is now rolling up 
from all sections of the country, par- 
ticularly from the farmers, who, as 
a class, have been hardest hit by the 
extortionate rates. 

That the farmers are not going to 
confine themselves to asking ques- 
tions ig indicaated by the action of 
the National Board of Farm Organ- 
izations. This body, which represents 
two million farmers, has started a 
drive on Washington to compel all 
the railroads to follow Ford’s ex- 
ample. 

HE United States Chamber of 
Commerce has undertaken the 
job of arousing the public and 


the government to the danger 
involved in depleting our forests 
without making proper provision for 
scientific reforestation. 

The fundamentals of the forestry 
proposition are that in the past 70 
years we have exhausted about three- 
quarters of our forests and are now 
depleting the quaarter that is left 
four and a half times as fast as it 
is being restored. 

At the present rate of depletion 
lumber will be one of the luxuries 
for the next generation. 

The only thing that can save the 
situation is an aroused public senti- 
ment that will force federal and state 
governments to give to this subject 
the immediate and continuing atten- 
tion that its importance deserves. 





T is extremely doubtful that 
Postmaster General Hays has 
the public sized up correctly 


when he suggests that the 

public would rather pay 25 cents 
than 10 cents for special delivery 
letters, in order to get the better 
service that would be given at the 
higher price. Twenty-five cents 
would be a good deal for the ordin- 
ary citizen to pay for the delivery of 
a letter at any time. It looks espec- 
ially prohibitive just now, when 
money is lacking for luxuries of any 
kind. There is a general feeling that 
10 cents extra is about enough to pay 
for what ever special acceleration is 
possible in the forwarding of a let- 
ter, At best, that acceleration sel- 
dom amounts to much, in practiee. 

A 25-cent rate would probably re- 
sult in a big decrease in the use 
made of the special delivery. Most 
people would revert to the regular 
two-cent postage, and for particularly 
urgent communications would resort 
to the telegraph.Riverside Press.

I wish I could write cheerfully of 
Europe. I have spent nearly three 
months digging under the surface 16 
hours a day in England, France, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Italy, Austria and 
Hungary, uncovering the cost of liv- 
ing, wages, taxes, governmental ex- 
penditures, incomes, debts and gold re- 


as I do my own beloved land. I ex- 
cuse only France, W. C. Gregg writes 
in the Outlook. 

From the first gun in 1914 to the 
present moment France has been the 
object of attack by the central powers. 
Anti-Frepch intrigue is as active today 
as ever, Each move, each hope of the 
central powers hangs on_ crippling 
France. France bears the brunt of 
guaranteeing European order, and is 
recompensed by a world of suspicion 
or hatred. She does not deserve criti- 
cism from her former associates; she 
does need their advice and their fir~ 
support in her plan to settle the war. 

What would happen if France were 
to economize by disbanding the bulk of 
her army? Germany would change her 
tone immediately. Not one mark more 
would she pay and her own army. 
would rapidly take form. In one year 
she would again be the principal mil} 
tary power of Europe, with greater re- 
sources than any two other nations, 
There would then be no doubt as to 
who won the war.

Sun’s Rays and Tuberculosis. 

Dr. A. Rollier, the great exponent of 
thte sun cure for tuberculosis, explains 
in the Lancet (London) why sunlight 
effects a cure, not only in tuberculosis 
but of suppurating wounds, anaemia, 
rickets and other affections. It is be- 
eause the light is highly poisonous to 
bacteria in general and to those of 
tuberculosis in particular, while it is 
not only harmless but actually benefi- 
cial to the cells of the higher ani- 
mals, 

Sunlight seems to hurry up the dis- 
integration of cells damaged beyond 
repair and at the same time to stim- 
ulate the activity of undamaged cells, 
And it is not the ultra-violet rays but 
the luminous rays that are so benefi- 
cial,

E. P. FULLER TELLS OF 
TRIP TO SEATTLE— 
To one contemplating a motor trip 


north a few notes about my trip 
as far north at Seattle may be of 
interest. 

The first question asked by the 
motorist it, ‘How are the roads?” 
We had a good hard road from 
here to the Oregon line, with the 
exception of the road from Red 


Bluff’ to Redding, here we had a| 


3(-minute detour. Part of it was 
thru the dry bed of a river, which 
was quite good, but near Cotton- 
wood we pulled thru dust to the 
hub, the road was pretty rough 


from there to Redding. 

They are now paving the highway 
between these cities. 

From the California-Oregon line we 
had a fine paved road to Junction 
City a distance of 175 miles. 

The paved roads over the mount- 
ains in Oregon could be no better. 

From Junction City to 
roads were pretty rough. 


They seemed to like rocks and 
coarse gravel for roads and_ for 
filing in chuck holes which plays 
havoc with ones’ tires. 

Here we had a great deal of de- 


touring, as they were either building 
or repairing the roads most of the 


way. 

The road is mostly paved from 
Salem to Portland, from Portland 
to Tacoma was partly paved. Some 


we found very rough, especially the 
detours. From Tacoma to Seattle 
there is a fine paved road. 

The auto camps were one of the 
most interesting features of the trip.

and some have two. They believe 
in advertising their camps. One 
auto sign read “Free auto camp at 
40 miles frdm here.” Another

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having water, electric lights, gas or 
stoves. Shower baths, places to do 
laundry. One had telephones and 
furnished writing materials. 


The camps in northern California 
Oregon and Washington were well 
supplied with wood, in many places 
cut ready for the stoves. 

These camps are provided by the 
Chamber of Commerce, most of them 
have a man in charge, who asks you 
to register, giving home town, des- 
tination, kind of car and license 
number. 


We found two camps where an 
admission fee of 50 cents was 
charged. 

Many autoists are taking advant- 
age of these splendid camping op- 
! portunities. 

If one did not get in as early as 
6 or 7 p. m. it was impossible to 
get suitable location. 

The least number of cars we were 
with in any one camp were five and 
that was at Castle Rock, Wash. 

The night we were in Salem, Ore- 
gon, there were over 300. 

Autoists on the camp ground and 
the man in charge safd they often 
had as many as 500. 

The camps at Sacramento and at 
Fresno were crowded to their full 
capacity. 

Ashland, Oregon, had the prettiest 
spot of any city we saw for its camp. 
We arrived there about 3 p.m. think- 
ing we would camp early and rest, 
but it was so crowded that we reluct- 
antly drove on another 50 miles and 
camped at Yreka California. 

We saw a notice of their camp 
17 miles from the town. They have 
a fine place, good water and plenty 
of shade. 

Another interesting and delightful 
part of the trip was seeing the 
varied farm and orchard products 
as we passed thru the different 
counties. 

First we had the oranges, lemons 
and walnuts. In Kern County they 
were gathering and shipping water 
melons and cantaloupes, also picking 
and packing grapes. 

Tulare county there were large 
dairy and stock farms. In Fresno 
county we passed thru acres and 
acres of fine vineyards and near 
Fresno we drove thru a 15,000 acre 
fig orchard. 

As we neared Sacramento it was 
big wheatfields, hay and rice. Far- 
ther north were apples, peaches and 
spricots, also immense hay fields. 
In Southern Oregon we pased thru 
apple, pear and _ peach _ orchards. 
Around Salem were large hop fields 
In Washington we drove for miles 
with great fields of raspberries on 
either side of the road. They were 
ripening and men, women and child- 
ren were picking them. And _ such 
cherries as Washington has! Big, 
black and red ones, only 15c a Ib.

GAME COMMISSION GIVES RULES 
FOR DEER HUNTERS 

William C. Malone, fish and game 
commissioner of San _ Bernadino 
County has recently received instruc. 
tions from the California Fish and 
Game Commission regarding the 
transportation of killed deer from 
one district to another. 

Southern refuges being both large 
and numerous, often extending across 
trails reaching the back-country, and 
the heat which is experienced neces- 
sitating unusual care to bring out 
vension without loss, a special ar- 
rangement has been made to go as 
far in behalf of the law-abiding hunt- 
ing licensee as the statutes admit. 

Under a law passed, the hunter 
lawfully killing a deer in an “open” 
district may transport his vension to 
any part of the state: by swearing 
out an affidavit in triplicate, stating 
certain essential facts concerning the 
killing, which are embodied in the 
blank form for such statements. 

These must be sworn to before a 
justice of the peace, notary public or 
made before forest rangers or assist- 
ants of the fish and game commis- 
sion. One copy must be attached to 
the carcass before it leaves the dis- 
trict where lawfully killed, one copy 
is mailed to the fish and game com- 
mission and one left with the officer. 

The new form of deer transporta- 
tion affidavit also serves as a permit 
to possess a rifle accompanying a 
carcass of vension. The issuance and 
use of such affidavit permit is there- 
by automatically limited to the oper 
season, plus the five days thereafer 
during which possession of legally 
killed game is permissible. Firearms 
so possessed must be encased or 
packed. Their use within the game 
refuges or carrying ready for use will 
nullify the permit and expose the vio 
lator of the privilege to prosecution. 

The new forms will be in the 
hands of deputies of the fish and 
game commission and forest rangers 
who will be glad to issue them. 


MOTOR HINTS 

There is nothing much more mys- 
terious or baffling than a tire which 
gradually loses its air, though it is 
positively known that the tube does 
not leak and that the valve is in 
good shape. But there is always a 
reason for such things, and one 
reason for loss of air may be that 
the pin in the valve is a trifle too 
long, so that when the cap is 
screwed ‘on it makes contact with 
the pin and pushes the valve off its 
seat. Filing a little off the end of 
the- pin is all that is necessary to 
end the loss of air.
